Aug. 18—Independent raids by all 
American air squadrons against 
Germany can be ex pected within a 
short time, it was disclosed today 
by Maj. Gen. Carl Spaatz follow­ 
ing the first raid by U. S. Army 
bomber crews against Rouen in 
occupied France. 
Maj. Gen. Spaatz, commander 
of United Sta tes Air Forces in the 
European theatre, declared at the 
same time that the strategic plan 
dev ised by British and American 
air chiefs for independent raids 
“ will shorten the war.“ 
The 
attack y esterday by 
12 
fly ing 
fortress bombers, led 
by 
Brig. Gen. Ira C. Eaker, chief of 
the U. S. bomber command in 
Europe, set a mile-stone in the 
rapid progress for a full scale 
air offensiv e by both the Roy al 
Air Force and U. S. Army Air 
Force in preparation for a land 
assault againstt he continent. 
At the conclusion of a confer­ 
ence with Maj. Gen. Spaatz, Brit­ 
ish Air Marshal Richard Peck 
announced that air cov er support 
for any continental inv asion will 
be supplied by both the American 
and British air force. 
Liaison Ex ists 
“ While both forcea will be under 
their 
respectiv e 
commanders,” 
Teck satd, “ the scheme will con­ 
form with the policy laid down by 
the sta ff chiefs of the respectiv e 
gov ernments and a perfect liaison 
ex ists between the forces.” 
He said that ranking American 
officers had worked out details 
for large-scale raids in conferen­ 
ces with British leaders. 
“ Up to now'," he continued, “ the 
Americans hav e formed a part of 
the British scheme for bombard­ 
ment of German targets, but it is 
soon ex pected there will be inde­ 
pendent 
raids by the 
American 
Air Force alone.” 
Although the raid against the 
colorful Nazi-held city of Rouen 
was made by American bombers 
the escort consisted of British and 
Canadian 
pilots 
and 
American 
fliers in British Spitfires. Only 
the arriv al of more complete for­ 
ces of American fighter craft Is 
needed before the entirely Ameri­ 
can sorties will begin. 
Need More Plane« 
‘There is the closest possible 
coordination of American fight- 
ter pilots currently using Spit­ 
fires with U. S. A. markings,” 
Gen. Spaatz said, “ but it is only 
a matter of conv enience pending 
the arriv al of American fighters, 
which 
Is merely 
a question 
of 
transport. 
“ American bomber 
pilots are 
uaing 
American bombers 
which 
hav e prov ed 
eminently sa tisfa c­ 
tory 
and there is no reason 
to 
switch ov er to British bombers. 
American bombers hav e been fit­ 
ted w-ith racks capable of drop­ 
ping British-ty pe bombs without 
difficulty . 
“ Bombing of German objectiv es 
still Is part of the combined stra­ 
tegic plan of both sides and I am 
certain it will shorten the war." 
Gen. Spaatz asserted there was 
no possibility that the Independent 
raids would ov erlap each other or 
hinder the operations of the joint 
forces 
since a coordinated 
plan 
has been worked out.

The all-American raid by fly ­ 
ing fortresses against the Seine 
riv er city of Rouen and unceasing 
sorties w’hich blasted Nazi com­ 
munications centers on the Reich

liev ed to be hav ing a major ef­ 
fect. 
It Is now becoming apparent, 
well-informed quarters said, that 
the Germans see in these raids 
the groundwork of a second front 
offensiv e by the Allies and signs 
of “ J itters” among German mili­ 
tarists are noticeable. 
The attack on Osnabrueck was 
an obv ious and undoubtedly suc­ 
cessful attempt to cripple German 
communications. This city lies on 
r direct line from Berlin and the, 
great 
northern 
Industrial 
areas 
of Germany to occupied Holland. 
Troop reinforcements and supplies 
rushed to the 
low 
countries in 
ev ent of an allied inv asion must 
pass through Osnabrueck unless 
v aluable time is to be lost. 
Day and night raids now being 
carried out by the RAF and the 
United States Army Air Corps in 
Europe are now designed not only

Poison Ivy and Some 
Oth er Plant Enemies 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D 


A GOOD MANY plants cause 
skin eruptions. Most of them are 
wild plants, though some are culti­ 
vated in the garden or in the house. 
All of them cause a skin erup­ 
tion by reason of the volatile oils 
that are produced either "on the

leaf surface or in the flower. The 
form of the eruption varies in 
appearance although most of the 
eruptions produce blisters. 
The blister appears first at the 
place of contact with the plant, 
but the contents of the blister 
contain the oil so tha t auto-inocu- 
lation is a regular feature and the 
vacationist may sta rt out with a? 
eruption on his hands which is 
convey ed to the ears and face. 
The onset is very sudden. You 
will know y ou have handled poison 
jvy w ithin a few hours at the most. 
Nobody ever gets habited to 
poison ivy . No immunity is <?re- 
ated. On the contrary , one attack 
is likely to sensitize y ou to an- 
‘ other. This statem ent is subject to 
some modification because the vac­ 
cines tha t have been produced do 
undoubtedly do some good, and 
their action m ust depend on immu­ 
nity . 
The guilty wild plants in North 
America are poison ivy , poison 
oak, poison sumac, dogwood and 
ash. They are all vines or shrubs 
and particularly favor shady spots. 


Prim rose D erm atitis

The house plant that is the 
guiltiest is the prim rose. 1 once 
had a patient who had a skin erup­ 
tion on the left hand. We asked

As with all other 
form s of this dermatitis, only sus 
ceptible individuals get it.’

ORDER OF MERIT 
A 
N HONOR that influence cannot win, 
or money buy is the British Order of 
Merit, distinction that has just been con­ 
ferred on the painter, Augustus John. 
The Order goes back to 1902, when 
Edward VII was crowned king. The new 
ruler decided that there should be some 
special way in which England might recog­ 
nize those citizens w ho had done notable 
work in literature, art, science, and the 
Army and 
Navy. 
Membership 
in 
the 
House of Lords had often been conferred 
upon such persons, thus adding distinction 
to that body. On the other hand, the hon­ 
or waa weakened by the constant award 
of peerages to politicians, or to wealthy 
men whose sole claim was a heavy contri­ 
bution to the party campaign fund. 
The 
Order of Merit w hich King Edward estab­ 
lished wa* not to ho like thai. Nor has it 
been. 
Membership is limited to 24, and even 
this modest limit has never been reached. 
There are now only 17 members, including 
poets like John Masefield, scientists like 
Eddington and Jeans*, and now Augustus 
John, as a representative of the fine arts. 
The only member who might be classified 
as a politician is the former premier, David 
Lloyd George. His inclusion is justified by 
the fact that, in the first world war. his 
leadership saved England. 
This idea of an 
Ordi: 
of Merit has 
possibilities for this country. It would 
be an interesting amusement to make out 
lists of eminent Americans who should be 
m e m b e rs 


LOST LIVES 
I 
T IS GOOD to know that American motor 
fatalities in June were one-third less 
than last year. 
That is a wonderful gain 
for safety.

ASHINGTON — There is a lot of 
backstage indignation over the man­ 
ner in which members of one W all Street 
accounting firm, Haskins & Sells, domin­ 
ate the cost accounting work of the Army 
and Navy. 
Cost accounting, under cost plus con­ 
tracts, is extremely important. 
Further­ 
more, the Army and Navy are both engag­ 
ed in scaling down some of these con­ 
tracts through Price Adjustment Boards. 
The men who rule on these price adjust­ 
ments can save the government billions of 
dollars—or on the other hand, they can 
permit billions in profits to industry. 
It so happens 
that 
executives from 
Haskins & Sells occupy key accounting 
posts. 
It also happens that 
Haskins & 
Sells is the accounting firm which handles 
the w ork of General Motors and du Point, 
two companies which have received very 
large government orders. 
On the Navy’s Price Adjustment Board 
is George P. Auld, a member of the Has­ 
kins & Sells firm. High in the Army's cost 
and supply service in Brig. Gen. Arthur H. 
Carter, a partner of Haskins & Sells, and 
son-in-law of Sells. 
Then in the cost accounting branch of 
the War Production Board is Dr. Thomas 
H. Sanders, professor of accounting at the 
Harvard Business School, who has been 
close to Haskins & Sells and has done some 
work for the Haskins & Sells Foundation. 
Another member of Haskins & Sells is 
Lieut. Col. Andrew Stewart, now in the ac­ 
counting branch of the War Department. 
Carter and Auld patriotically served in 
the Army and Navy during World War I, 
and in their present positions they are 
careful to have the accounts of their form­ 
er clients supervised by other Army and 
Nacy accountants. 
One such client, 
General Motors has 
more than two millions in war contracts, 
by even one percent would mean a saving 
to the Government and a loss to the com­ 
pany of $20,000,000. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Securities 
and Ex­ 
change Commission on August 4 made pub­ 
lic a report bitterly condemning Haskins & 
Sells for "obviously manipulated” financial 
statements in the Associated Gas & Elec­ 
tric case. 
“The accounting firm,” according to 
tho SEC, “lacked independence.” 
Yet members of this same firm now' sit 
in high Army-Navy positions where they 
w ill need to exercise great independence.

Poison Ivy and Some 
Other Plant Enemies 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
A GOOD MANY plants cauae 
akin eruptions. Most of them are 
wild plants, though some are culti­ 
vated in the garden or in the house. 
All of them cause a skin erup­ 
tion by reason of the volatile oils 
that are produced either “on the

leaf surface or in the flower. The 
form of the eruption varies in 
appearance although most of the 
eruptions produce blisters. 
The blister appears first at the 
place of contact with the plant, 
but the contents of the blister 
contain the oil so that auto-inocu- 
lation is a regular feature and the 
vacationist may start out with an 
eruption on his hands which ie 
conveyed to the ears and face. 
The onset is very sudden. You 
will know you have handled poison 
ivy within a few hours at the most. 
Nobody ever gets habited to 
poison ivy. No immunity is ('re­ 
sted. On the contrary, one attack 
' is likely to sensitize you to an- 
‘ other. This statement is subject to 
some modification because the vac­ 
cines that have been produced do 
undoubtedly do some good, and 
their action must depend on immu­ 
nity. 
The guilty wild plants in North 
America are poison ivy, poison 
oak, poison sumac, dogwood and 
ash. They are all vines or shrubs 
»nd particularly favor shady spots. 
Primrose Dermatitis 
i 
The house plant that is the 
guiltiest is the primrose. I once 
had a patient who had a skin crap- 
. tion on the left hand. We asked 
each other ove.* and over again 
why the eruption should be there, 
and there only. I finally told her 
to keep a diary, putting down 
every minutest action she per­ 
formed in each 24 hours for a 
week. She came back in two daya 
and said, “Of course, the prim­ 
roses.'* She watered her prim­ 
roses every morning and held tbs 
watering pot in her right hand 
while she lifted the leaves of the 
plant with the left. 
The treatment of poison ivy and 
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other forms of plant dermatitis is 
principally symptomatic and con­ 
sists in the application of lotions 
which lessen the pain and itching. 
The heat of all is old-fashioned 
calamine lotion with just enough 
phenol or nrentho' in it to relieve 
the stinging and burning. 
| 
I have talked to a number of 
people who have taken the vac-* 
cines. About one out of four gets. 
complete relief. The vaccine one* 
takes by mouth, for some reason^ 
physiologists cannot explain,j 
seems to act better than the others.* 
One woman I know could never 
accompany 
her husband on a 
ramping trip because of poison 
ivy. Even if she got close to a 
group of the plants downwind, sh# 
acquired an eruption. She was 
persuaded to take some of the rhus 
extract by mouth and has been 
completely free ever since. 
J 
The list of plants that will cause 
some irritation of the skin, not of 
any seriousness or duration, is 
legion beginning with lady slipper, 
and poinsettia and including many, 
of the mushrooms and tomato, 
leaves, skunk cabbage, smartweed 
and parsnip. As with all other 
forms of this dermatitis, only sus­ 
ceptible individuals get it:
